INDIA'S RESPONSIBILITY. 


Rugby, Yesterday. 

The Round Table Conference 
is expected to end its task this 
week, It is provisionally arrang- 
ed'to hold the Plenary Session on 
the latter day, when the Prime 
Minister will make a speech out- 
lining the Government's pro- 
posals to be embodied in a mea- 
sure for presentation to Parlia- 
ment.

‘eral principles, Many points have 
necessarily been left to be settled 
later, when public opinion both in 
India and Britain has had an op- 
portunity of expressing itself 
upon them in order that a com- 
plete constitution may be based 
on a maximum measure of public 
approval in both countries.

Regarding the Executive, the 
report proceeds on the basic as- 
sumption that the constitution 
will recognise the principle that, 
subject to special conditions, re- 
sponsibility for a Federal Govern- 
ment of India will in fact rest upon 
the Indians themselves. In the 
opinion of the Sub-Committee the 
proper method of giving effect to 
this principle is following the pre- 
cerent of all the Dominion Con.

by the Governor-General and 
holding office at his pleasure.

Heavy Damages Award 
to Plaintiffs. 


SWINDLER’S COUP. 


London, Yesterday. 

Damages agreed at £569,421 in 
favour of the plaintiffs, the Bank 
of Portugal, were entered in the 
King's Bench Division - to-day 
against Msssrs. Waterlow and 
Sons, printers, of whom Sir 
William Waterlow, ex-Lord Mayor 
of London, is a Director, The 
above amount is payable subject 
to the result of a possible appeal.

GROWERS NOT SATISFIED, WITH 
LOW PRICES. 


MARKETS QUIET. 
The report of the Irish Linen 
Society on the linen market for tho 
fortnight ended December 3, 


atates:— 
Flax. 


[rish—The markets have. not 
been as well supplied during the 
past fortnight ag is usual at this 
period of ‘the year, owing to 
growers not being satisfied with 
the present low prices. The 
quality of the flax for this season 
is disappointing. Demand was 
fair for all claases of fibre without 
any change in value. 

Courtrai—There’ is very Ittle 
change to report. French spinners | 
are again showing more interest in 
low. priced flaxes, and, as a result, 
value has not been so attractive. 

Latvian.—No sales’ of new crop 
are reported. The Flax Depart- 
ment has now collected a good few 
hundred tons, but the different 
consuming centres consider ‘the 
quoted prices are too high. From 
all reports the quality is satisfac- 
tory, but no sample lots have yet 
been shipped. 

Esthonian.—Supplies are now 
increasing in the interior markets. 
Demand is steady and prices show 
little change. No bulk samples 
have yet arrived here. 
\ Lithuanian.—The bid roads have 
been holding up supplies, but de- 
mand fs very quiet. Growers, are 
most disappointed with present 
prices. 

Soviet—The first sales of the 
season have now been made, and 
total 16,000 tons to date. Ship- 
ment dates are January/February. 
Some further business ‘has been 
turned down, as the Russiang are 
now asking an advance. The bulk 
of this buying is in cover against 
blank sales during the last 2/8 


Yarns. 

Generally speaking, yarns have 
come in for more attention, and, 
where spinners were able to meet 
buyers in price, bulk business has 
resulted. Several manufacturers 
have apparently got ahead of their 
rivals in some largish spread over 
contracts, against which they have 
purchased yarns for delivery next 
Spring, being evidently of the 
opinion that values are now about 
lowest. Irish spinnings continue 
to dominate those of Continental 
origin. Prices of ali classes of 
yarns are. decidedly in buyers’ 
favour, : : 
Weavers, 

There js no change In the situa- 
tion since last report. There does 
acem to be a growing realisation

Dress Linens. 

Business on white and coloured 
dreas linens continues steady with- 
out showing any decided improve: 
ment so far as the U.S.A. market 
is concerned. Some important 
ordera ‘have been placed for South 
America, and enquiries received 
from other markets should lead to 
further business early in the new 
year. Linen suitings for men’s 
wear are selling in moderate quan. 
tities, 


FORGED BANK NOTES 


CERMANY TAKING FRESH 
PRECAUTIONS. 


“Berlin, Nov. 16, 

In wae to combat the increasing 
number of forgeries a new issue of 
German bank notes is'to be made 
in the course of the next few 
months. The new notes are to be 
printed by a process in which 
copper and stee} plates are employ- 
ed, and, it is believed, will rendey 
forgeries more difficult, The 10 
and 20 mark notes are to be re+ 
printed firat, and will be followed 
by new issues of 50 and 100 mark 
notes, 

The Reichsbank, has set aside Rm. 
35,000,000 (£1,750,000) for the 
scheme, which, it is anticipated, 
will be complete in two years. The 
process is costly because fresh ma: 
chinery will have to be installed In 
the Reich's printing preas, and bet- 
ter paper is to be used. It is pro- 
bable that the new 20-mark notes 
will come into circulation at the 
beginning of next year. The notea 
at present in circulation were hur- 
riedly designed after the inflation 
period, and the printing process ls 
out of date.

POLISH MONOPOLY EXTENDED 
BY 20 YEARS. 
Warsaw, Noy, 17, 
An official communique says: 
“An agreement was signed to-day 
between tho Miniater of Finance, 
on the one hand, and the Polish 
Match Monopoly Co. and the 
Swedish Match Co., as guarantor for 
che Polish company, on the other.

The Duke of York, proposing the 
tonat of the Association, said 
that he .had been deeply —_ in- 
terested:in the aasociation 
its beginning. It was high 
time for such an association to bo 
formed, for we had been very slow 
to realize the importance of ‘na- 
tional publicity. : 

“The age we live in,” he continu 
ed, “is an age of travel. Never 
before In the history of the world 
hos travel been so easy, so cheap, 
or undertaken by so many people, 
But, till recently, the ever-increas- 
ing tide of travellers did not flow 
in any volume into our own coun- 
try. We were slow to realize the 
value of the visitor from overaens, 
though he has, in fact, become a 
most valuable asset. Economically, 
he is valuable because of the money 
he spends in the country he is visit- 
ing, which goes to swell the national 
income. But the promotion of 
travel ig also valuable because it

“As I have said, we have realized 
the economic and political value of 
the visitor from abroad, and wer 
have also realized, perhaps for the 
first time. that our country has 
something to offer. We know that 
our country-side' is beautiful, and 
we know that from many different 
points of view, architecture, or 
"port, scenery, or amusement, wo 
have much to be proud of and 
much which the visitor will find of 
tnterest. The Travel Association 
was formed, then, to let the world 
know that Great Britain and Ire- 
land are pleasant and interesting 
places to visit.

Kuala Lumpur Chinese miner was 
threatened by his coolies a fow 
days ago and was forced to leave 
his car behind as a ‘pledge, js re.

It appears that the gentleman

come by some of his 40 coolies. 
The coolies asked him for their 
wages and were soon joined by 
the rest of the gang who chorus: 
sed their difficult position and ask- 
ed him for at least some money 
as they would otherwise have to 
starve, 2 . 

The mine owner. told them that 
times were bad and that he had 
no money’ with him then but if 
they would walt for a few days 
he might be able to obtain some 
money. . 

' * Walk to Kuala: Lumpur, 

The coolies who, it is alleged, 
had ‘not been paid for several 
months, would not hear of it. 
They insisted on being paid forth- 
with. He begged of them to bear 
with him for a few days longer. 

A few of the coolies stepped 
forward and suggested to him that 
he should leave his car at the 
kongsi and walk to Kuala Lumpur 
where he would he able to obtain 
money for them. He could thon 
return and “redeem” his car, 

He was only attended by his 
driver and as the attitude of the 
coolles was threatoning he had no 
alternative but to leave the car 
behind and walk until he obtain. 
ed a bus. 

The position, has apparently, 
not yet altered and the driver 
thought he might succeed 
in bringing the. car away surrep- 
titiously but the moment he start. 
ed the engine, the coolies rushed 
‘out of the kongsi armed with sticke 
and he fled.

Southampton. to Provide’ 


for New Cunarders. 
COMPANY'S B DECISION. 


With a view to meeting the 
request of the Cunard Steamship 
Company that accommodation shall 
be provided at Southampton for 
the purpose of dry-docking the new 
vessel) which they propose to con- 
struct, and in consequence of the 
Government having undertaken to 
render nasistance under tho! Deve- 
lopment. (Loan Guarantee and 
Grants) Act, 1929, the directors of 
the Southern Railway have agreed 
to build at Southampton a new. 
graving dock, 1,200 feet long and 
135 feet wide at entrance, with a 
depth of 45 feet. This dock, which 
will be the largest in the world, 
will untimately replace the existing 
floating dock now installed at 
Southampton. 

The Southern Railway directors 
kave further decided to put ‘in hand 
immediately the second stage of 
the Southampton Dock Extension 
Scheme,, and the Government have 
also undertaken to assiat this worl 
in the ‘above-mentioned Act.

Account of an Unusual 
Voyage. 


SUBMARINING IN ASIA. 


London, November 20. ' 

Dr. F, A. Vening Meinesz gave 
an Interesting lecture on Monday 
night at the Royal Geographical 
Society Institute on “By Submarine 
through the Netherlands East 
‘Indies. The President of the So- 
clety, Admiral Sir’ Willlam Good- 
enough. was in the Chair, and His 


-Excellency the Dutch Ambassador 


‘was present. 

The lecture was helped by lantern 
slides which showed up very effec: 
tively in ‘a new modern hall com- 
pleted this year for the Sociaty. 
Before starting the lecture Dr. 
Meincsz said he would like ‘to pay 
tribute to the Commander of the 
Navy Forces who gave him the aub- 
marine for the {Investigations which 
he undertook and which Insted for 
nearly eight months. He opened 
the lantern lecture by showing 
slides of the submarine and tho 
interlor of the submarine to show 
in what close quarters they had to 
live, Life in the closed quarters 
was really very curlous and ono 
invartably got in the way of some- 
hody, ‘but on the other hand the life 
His in- 
vestigations made it necessary to 
dive a great  numbor of times— 
generally they had to submerge 
three or four times a day, one or 
two of which were during the night 
time, and, submerging in the 
Tropica was not a very agreeable 
business. Life on board had. ono 
or two disagreeable sides. One, waa 
that the alr was generally not very 
good and secondly there was an 
absolute Inck of exercise, It wag 
very helpful when they could go 
round the deck but it was very rare 
that the sea was calm enough— 
sometimes they could only get up 
for.two days out of two months. 
He showed many interesting. slides 
of the submarine in a’ rough sea 
and pointed out that from it you 
saw the sea and animal life. in o 
way not possible by any other form 
of transport. Once they saw near 
Sourabaya an enormous flat’ fish of 
a diameter of between 15 and 20 
feet. One saw slides showing the 
number of men it was possible to 
get on the tower, photographs of 
the officers and the captain, and of 
the deck on a hot day when o 
gramophone was taken up. 

Start from Sourabaya, 

Dr. Meinesz then showed pictures 
of certain parts of the West Indies 
on his first trip which Jasted for 
two months. They started from 
Sourabaya through into the Indian 
Ocean, spending a few days on the 
islands they passed, eventually inte 
the Bay of New Guinea travelling 
inland on an excursion 80 miles 


from the coast, and finally back to 


the island of Bombas, eventually 
north. of New Guinea into the Paci- 
fic'and back to Sourabaya, They 
submerged more than 100 times in 
these two months. He’ showed pic-

Equality ‘with Steamers 
As Mail Carriers. 


Washington, Decomber 4: 

An effort to make American 
dirigibles - and aeroplanes eligible 
for foreign’ mail contracts was 
launched in Cong.vss to-day by 
Senator Charles L. McNary, Repub- 
Nean of Oregon. Senator McNary 
introduced into the Senate a Dill 
designed to give American acro- 
planes and dirigibles, with respect 
to mail contracts, the same status 
as that now enjoyed by steamships 
flying the Stars and Stripes. 

The rapid advance of aviation 
and the prospect that dirigibles ‘will 
goon be operating on regular 
sehedule over the Pacific basin 
caused Senator McNary to intro- 
duce his bill. He sald that the 
Goodyear-Zeppelin Company is pre- 
paring to establish a dirigible line 
from California to Honolulu and 
thence to Manila. From Manila 
aeroplanes or dirigibles would 
operate to ports in China and 
Japan. | 

Senator MeNary also drew at- 
tention to the prospect of regular 
commercial dirigiblé and aeroplane 
lines across the Atlantic ocean a8 
well as those now operating be- 
tween North and ,South America, 
There are also aeroplane lines in 
operation in the arcas ‘touched by 
the waters of the Caribbean Sea.

ACCEPTED SELF AND HIDDEN 
SELF, : 

DR. FENNELLY'S LECTURE. 

“Sleep and Dreams—their mean- 
ing und how to interpret them” 
was the subject of the first of a 
series or fascinating lectures, 
given by Dr. 2. Fennelly, LL.D, in 
the City Hull-last night to a very 
large audience, 

Dr. Fenneliy prefaced his lecture 
ty saying that we were more our- 
selves in our dreams than at any 
other time. Lach individual per- 
son had, as is generally known, an 
accepted ‘self and the hidden self. 
The former consisted of the experi- 
ences that one had accumulated and 
approved and was separate from 
the hidden self which came up at 
night times to seek expression, In 
this way, through the medium = of 
dreams we discover our true selves. 

“Capture the Dream First.” 

The leoturer pointed out that ‘n 
order to explain our dreams - we 
must first capture the dream. The 
mere recollection of a dream in our 
accepted golf in the morning was 
nothing at all. To capture a dream 
one has to go to bed with a paper 
end a pencil attached, Whilst 
dreaming the sleeper becomes halt 
awake, und it is then that he or 
she will write the dream, without 
turning the Hght on. 

It will be found, as a rule, that 
the most significant parts of our 
dreams are the most important, 

As & general method of inter- 
preting ‘dreams, Dr, Fennelly said 
that supposing a certain animal, 
person or any other object gave us 
a certain feeling: then in dreaming 
whenever we get that certain feel- 
ing we will picture that creature or 
abject. 


“Compensation.” 
The lecturer then went on to 
describe various kinds of dreams, 


to some it may mean one thing and 
to others it may mean another 
thing, For instance to dream of a 
bird flying, would mean freedom, 
and so on. . He dealt with what 
is termed “Compensation” and ex- 
plained that a person generally con- 
pensated himself or herself during 
dreams, If, for instance, said Dr. 
Fennelly, a man saw himself mak- 
ing an- eloquent appeal before-a vast 
audience In his dream, that man 
probubly had not found a ready an- 
swer to soinething what was asked 
him or said to him during the day. 

Dealing with 
dreams, the lecturer said that chil- 
dren’s dreams are not 80 complicat- 
ed as those, of ‘adults. If ‘a child 
were seen to grind its teeth during 
the night, in its sleep, that is sure 
sign that that child is being too 
heavily handled by its parents. If 
a child walks in its sleep, it is a 
sign that that child is looking for 
ar answer to a question which ho 
had asked his mother or father dur- 
ing the day, and which the parent 
had not answered fully, It ig 
wrong to humbug a child, for a 
parent’s Ne ‘to a child is greater 
than a lie to God. The child must 
be told the truth, A child’s mind 
is always conscious of telling the 
truth, 


> Talking in Sleep, 

Tf a child talked in its sleep, it 
means that that child had been 
scolded by hia father, and, being 
unable to say what he wished to say, 
talks in his sleep. The father igs 
being hit right under. the jaw. It 
is wrong to let a child get o fecling 
of inferiority when young. 

Speaking of first impressions, Dr. 
Fennelly said that 999 times out of 
every 1,000 first impressions were 
correct. . If one meets a man and 
one’s impression of him is good ‘or 
bad, a3 the case may be, that man 
will most certainly turn out to ba 
exactly as your first impression had 
been. Set yourself a problem be- 
fore going to sleep, and the first im- 
pression you get the next morning 
is always right.

New York, Yesterday,

the price of silver will advance, 
when a revival of world trade oc- 
curs,

so firmly established in - those 


countries that any revival of world : 


trade would see an increased con- 
sumption of silver throughout the 
Far Hast.—Reuter's American Ser-

Effect On China. 
Peking, Yesterday. 

Mr. T. V. Soong, Finance 
Minister’ of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, in the course of an interview 
with Chinese correspondents. at 
Tientsin is reported to have de- 
clured’ that he is well aware that 
the fall in silver has seriously af- 
fected ‘China’s financial condition, 
making payments of foreign debts 
much harder and constitutt an 
obstacle to the import of machinery, 
et cetera, needed ‘in the construc- 
tive development of the country, 
but he does not approve of the pro- 
posal for a large silver loan to 
China, which proposal is “obviously 
detrimental” to China. 

Mr. Soong said that America is 
anxious to lend a large quantity of 
raw silver, as the silver mines in 
America are hard hit by the slump, 
but other means must be found to 
restore a better exchange rate be- 
tween gold and silver.—Reuter,

Billy Papke, Frank Claus, 
‘Tom Gibbons, Gene 
Tunney, Battling Levinsky and 
Jack Dempsey were his masters.

ALLOWING FOR DEFECT 


ay (By Licut.-Col. F. 
At no period of our history have 
games played so great a role ag at 
the present time. Of late, too, 
there has been a remarkable chango 
in our methods concerning them. 
Whereas formerly most of ts learnt 
our games as best we could, aided, 
perhaps, by a little amateur advice, 
now every class of pastime has its 
professional instructor who points 
out our faults and does his best to 
remedy them in the short time at 
his disposal. It is a question, 
however, whether he goes deeply 
enough into the matter, 
A “Good Eye.” 

ae with an aptitude for 
games {s said to have a “good eye.” 
If further explanation is sought one 
is put: off with the generalisation 
“that the hand and eye work in 
unison.” 

Now in some games | the ball is 
stationary when dealt with by the 
player, as in golf and billiards, but 
in -most it is in motion, as in 
cricket, tennis, racquets and tho 
like. The games in the second 
category Jeave no option to the play- 
er ag to when to make the stroke, 
The direction of the path of the 
ball has to be anticipated and the 
stroke begun in time to meet the 
ball at the right place. The 
marvel is that it can be done at_all. 
For apart from the actual move: 
ment of the bat or racquet every 
person has a “personal error” as 
it ia termed by astronomers, i.e. 
the time taken between seeing 4 
thing and calling ona muscle to 


act. : 
Error Finding Machine. . 

‘Many, years ago, when visiting a 
naval school with a party of officers, 
I saw an instrument which re- 
corded this error, writes Licut.- 
in the 
Field, A needle on a dial suddenly 
began to rotate, anda pullon & 
cord held in the hand stopped it 
The error was the distance the 
needle had moved. Curtously 
enough, the instrument picked out 
the good cricketers. It would be 


Jinteresting to know whether the 


low personal -error was a natural 
advantage which had produced the 
cricketer, or whether the game had 
affected the personal error, 
; Another Test. 

A rough test of a similar nature 
can be made by tying a string to a 


‘lreel and laying the string: on a 


table with the ree] suspended over 
the edge. ‘Someone holds the free 
end of the string which he. must 


‘|suddenly release, when the person 


who is being tested and is holding 
his hand practically touching the 
string jams it down-‘as quickly 23 
ever. he can - after movement: has 
started. The distance the reel falls 
is the measure of the'error.. -’; 
Concentration Above’ All, ° 
If this porgonal error {is fixed: by. 
nature and fs unchangeable. the per- 
son having a large error is heavily 
handicapped in a game, and .the 
quicker player can let the ball come, 
closer before beginning to: strike. 
Assuming, however, that we can 
reduce. the error by .° training 
should it not be possible to devise

{ndeed,-a frequent fault with. the 
novice is that he fires too soon.

Regarding 
the first, it is understood that Japan 
is prepared to make the terms of 
repayment ag easy as possible, and 
as regards the second it is probable 
that Japan is prepared to overlook 
the violation of the agreement, 
provided some agreement is reach- 
ed whereby the S.M.R. would be 
guaranteed a certain percentage of 
the freight which would ordinarily 
be carried on the S.M.R.—Reater.

Sugar Cane Immune 
from Disease. 


- Washington, Nov, 30. 

A little seed, packed In a her- 
metically sealed package, which 
journeyed for over two monthe 
from India to thia country was 
the beginning of a breed of sugar 
eane that has given Ufe to the 
sugar industry of Louisiana. 

OMicials of the Department of 
Agriculture have announced thu 
release for commercial planting 
in Louisiana of a new variety of 
cane—a sugar cane immune to the 
diseases which practically wiped 
out the sugar industry in 
Louisiana several years ago, and 
one that in addition ylelds about 
$5 per cent.. more sugar than ita 
best diseasc-resistant rival. The 
seed released to commercial plant- 
ers this fall will not be used. for 
sugar, but merely for breeding 
purposes. It will probably be 
two years before a crop of the 
new variety is on the market, but 
experiments have already demon- 
strated that it produces a full ex: 
traction of sugar per acre. 

Seed from Indin. 

The new variety, known official- 
ly as “C.P. 807° because of its 
cvlgin at Canal Point, Fla, was 
preduced at the sugar plant field 
station there under the direction 
of Dr, BE. W. Brandeg of the De- 
partment of Agriculture's Bureau 
of Plant Industry. j;Parent to the 
new scedling was gnother Canal 
Point variety, but. its ancestry be- 
yond that may be traced to the 
imported: sced, “P.OJ. 218" which 
lived to grow after the long trip 
from India in spite of the fact 
tnat ordinarily sugar-cane sced 
keeps for only a few days. The 
strain did not originate in India, 
however, but in Java, one of the 
greatest sugar-raising lands in the 
world. 

‘Dr. Brande’s search for disease 
resistant strains of sugar-cane 
has been a romantic one that has 
ed him into far away lands and 
aumony strange peoples. Some of 
ifs specimens were obtained from 
the head hunting tribes of New 
Guinea, where he flew,in a modern 
airplane over x country peopled 
with men in the stone-age stage 
ef cultural development.—United 
Press,

IN AUSTRALIA. 


WHAT PRIVATE ENTERPRIS 
HAS DONE. 


B. CLASS STATIONS, 

Wireless broadcasting, in Aus- 
tralia has been popularised by what 
are termed the B class stations con» 
trolled and operated by private en- 
terprise. ‘ 

In the last twelve months tho 
secondary services have improved 
tq such an extent that listeners are 
beginning to agitate for a aub 
stantial reduction of the ‘wireless 
license feo of $6 a year. 

The B class stations received no 
part of the radio impost, They 
derive their revenue entirely from 
advertising in the form of spon- 
sored sessions. 

During the latest series of cricket 
test matches in England a group of 
privately owned stations in New 
South Wales, Victoria, Queensland 
and South Australia put on the air 
a ball by ball description of the 
games. More than $10,000 was 
apent on cable messages, the cost 
being borne by big advertisers who 
obtained valuable publicity from 
their enterprise. 

In addition to details of play re-! 
celyed by cablegram every’ few | 
minutes, the radio phone between 
Britain and Australia was employ- 
ed to carry “talks” by the Aus- 
tralian captain and other players 
for rebroadcast throughout the 
Commonwealth, Tens of thousands | 
of cricket enthusiasts stayed up! 
till 4 a.m. each day and at the ond 
of play, were thrilled to hear tho 
voices of members of the Australian 
team. immediately they left ,the 
playing ground 12,000 miles away. 

This enterprising series of | 
brondcusts did a great deal to ad- | 
vance the B class stations in public ; 
favour. The Government owned 
(A class stations) were completely 
overshadowed while the cricket test 
matches were being played. 

Under existing arrangements the 
335,000 owners of receiving sets in | 
Australia are obliged to pay a 
yearly Heence fee of $6. Of this 
sum the Commonwealth  Govern- 
ment retains $3 and $3 is paid to 
the Australian Broadcasting Com- 
pany to .provide programmes for 
two stations each in New South 
Wales and Victoria, and one each in 
the three other mainland states. 
Provision is being made for relay 
or subsidiary stations in: the--coun- 
try districts of all atates. 

There are now “om the air’ more 
privately owned stations than Gov- 
ernment controlled, and the service 
they offer, free, meets with the 
unqualified approval of the lsten- 
ing public. In two years’ time 
existing contracts between tho 
Commonwealth Government and the 
Australian Broadcasting Company 
wlll come up for review. Beforo 
the term of the present arrange- 
ment expires, it has been suggeat- 
ed that the postmaster general 
should make a thorough investiga- 
tion .of the broadcasting business 
with a view to ascertalning if tha 
public could not be relieved of n 
considerable portion of’ the wire- 
less tax of $6 a year.” ; « 

While the privately owned and 
operated atationa are providing ex- 
cellent entertainment, they do not 
cover the complete scale of broad- 
They do‘not deal com- 
prehensively with sporting fixtures, 
nor do they give such variety as js 
contained in the programmes of the 
national, Government controlled 
services, However, {f development 
during the next 12 months ¢on- 
tinues at the pace maintained in tha 
last year, it is expected that the B 
class stations will encompass every 
worthwhile event which lends {t- 
sell.to. broadcasting, ede

pends entirely upon the amount of 
money advertisers are prepared to 
place in the pool. Tho big or- 
ganisations, which alone have re- 
sources adequate to the expense en- 
tailed in sponsoring ambitious 
broadcasts, are comparatively few. 
However, if avyfficient money is 
diverted by national advertisers 
into a broadcasting pool to sup- 
port 9 continuing series of wireless 
entertainments, then, and not till 
then, will the listening public be in 
& position to say to the Govern- 
ment, “Cut out the licence fee; 
close your A class stations.” 

On the communications side, 
Australia is efficiently served by 
Amalgamated Wireless (Australia) 
Ltd., an organisation in which the 
Commonwealth Government has a 
half share interest. Pennant Hills 
transmitting centre, near Sydney, 
is the largest radlo “nest” in the 
Southern Hemisphere. It car- 
ried the conversation of Mrs. 
Kingsford-Smith at Sydney with 
her son in New York, and when the 
airman ,reached San Francisco, 
Pennant Hills again enabled him to 
hear his mother, 

La Perouse, also near Sydney, is 
the listening post of the Australian 
wireless service. Here a score or 
more Australians listen in to the 
world. If the German commercial 
atation at Nauen holds a conversa: 
tion with the Brazilian Govern: 
ment they hear it at La Perouse as 
easily as they followed the signals 
of the Southern Cross around tho 
world. When aon overseas broad- 
casting station’ puts on something 
special in the way of a programme 
La Perouse picks it up and passes 
it on to an Australian station for 
rebroadcasting. At La Persouse 
they talk to trawlers on the Aus- 
tralian coasts, they listen to tho 
trawlers in the North: Sea, tho 
signals of rum-runners dodging 
American patrol boats come in also 
the voices of the announcers at 
radio broadcasting stations in 
Moscow, Manila, Auckland, and 
Milan. They hear it all at La 
Perouse. F 

Around the coast of Australia 
radio stations are in constant com- 
munication with ships at sea and 
with land stations. Some of these 
places are very lonely, but the 
operator , need never be. short of 
conversation. 

“For goodness sake ‘tell me tha 
score, old man,” the ‘operator on a 
cargo boat in the Great Australian 
Bight will radio. “I've got a bet 
with a fellow on a P. and 0..boat in 
the Red Sea that Bradman will 
make three time as many runs as 
Hobbs and Sutcliffe together.” 


Of course radio operators are not | 


supposed to discuss frivolous sub- 
jects, but during the critical hours 
of the cricket test matches which 
aroused intense interest among 
Australians, gome very animated 
conversations buzzed over the 
cther when a good 100 par cent. 
Australian at some lonely radio 
outpost found himself in touch 
with a patriotic Britisher.

Lord Chancellor Sankey has 
contpleted his draft report sum- 
marising the views ofthe Federal 
Structure Subcommittee of the 
Indian Round Table Conference 
on the constitution, character, pow- 
ers and responsibilities of the 
Federal Executive. This draft will 
be in the hands of members of the 
Sub-committes at a meeting this 
afternoon, and will at once be con- 
sidered. 

It is anticipated that considera- 
tion will be completed in time to 
permit of a final report being made 
to the full conference in committee 
on Thursday. 

Keen Interest. 

Meanwhile, the announcement of 
the’ Government’s policy which 
will be made by the Prime Minister 
towards the. end of the current 
week or beginning of next week, 
Is awaited with keen interest. It is 
known that the Prime Minister 
hopes to make the statement as 
early as possible, but the news- 
papers say he would feel his posi- 
tion strengthened if the policy 
were in advance endorsed by both 
opposition parties. 

Lord Reading for the Liberals, 
has generally accepted the claims 
for responsibility at the centre, ad- 
vanced by Sir Tej Sapru, but the 
final decision on this matter ‘by the 
Conservative section of the British 
delegation has not yet been taken. 
A still more important considera- 
tion, that may account for the delay, 
is that the communal problem | so 
far remains unsettled. Informal 
discussions on the Hindu-Moslem 
issue, with particular reference to 
the situation in Bengal and the 
Punjab were, however, continued 
during the week-ond. 

. Royal Farewell. 

The King Emperor, actompanied 
by the Queen, formally bade fare- 
well at Buckingham -Palace this 
morning to the Indian delegates at- 
tending the Round Table Con- 
ference.
